A BRIEF HISTORY OF 
THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY 
COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 


The oldest Chartered Military Organization on the 


Western Hemisphere. 


Condensed and Compiled by Lieut. William E. Crosby. Clerk 
of the Company. from History of the A. & H. A. Company 
by Col. Henry D. Cormerais. 1924. 
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As the settlements which followed the landing at Plymouth 
increased and spread there was no organized military force for 
protection against the Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were formed 
in different settlements but these were only local volunteer compa- 
nies and there was no joint action or centralized authority. Thus 
the subject of adequate military protection soon became a matter 
of serious consideration. Many of the settlers had been members, 
in England, of the Honourable Artillery Company of London (organ- 
ized and chartered in 1537) and it was natural that the military 
training they had received in that Company should lead them to 
form a similar organization in the new country. In 1637 a Com- 
pany was formed for instruction in discipline and tactics. and in 
that year Governor Winthrop was petitioned for a Charter. He 


refused the request because he feared the establishment of a mili- 
tary force which might overthrow the civil power. However. the 
Governor finally granted a Charter on March 16. 1638. and on the 
first Monday in June following. an election of Officers was held on 
Boston Common. The Common then being an open field leading 
down to the Charles River. the most convenient place to cast the 
ballots was on the head of the drum. which was placed in front of 
the Company. Since that time the Company has held its election 
on the Common on the first Monday in June. and the ceremony of 
casting the votes on the Drum Head has been a traditional event 
of the day for over three hundred years. the only exceptions being 
the years 1687 to 1689, when meetings of the Company were sup- 
pressed by Governor Andros. and from 1775 to 1785. when meetings 
were discontinued on account of the Revolutionary War. 


In the early days of the Company, election day of the Ancients 
was largely observed as a holiday by the Town of Boston. 


The first Captain commanding the Company was Robert Keayne. 
whose home was on the corner of State and Washington Streets. 
Keayne had been a member of The Honourable Artillery Company 
of London. Upon his death, he left in his will to the Town of 
Boston the land at the head of State Street for a Town House 
together with money to build it, providing, however, that “the 
Military Company of Massachusetts” should have a room in the 
Town House for an Armory. This is the land on which the old 
State House now stands. the gift of which was accepted by the Town 
of Boston, 


The Keayne tomb in King’s Chapel Burying Ground has been 
restored and marked. a tablet has been placed on the house of his 
birth in England. and another on the site of his house in Boston. 


For nearly one hundred years the Company occupied the Town 
House. but on April 7. 1746. it moved to Faneuil Hall. which had 
then been erected by Peter Faneuil. There it has remained down 
to the present time except for brief periods during the rebuilding 
of Faneuil Hall after the fire in 1761 and at times when the building 
was remodeled: the oldest armory in continuous use by a military 
organization in the United States. In the Deed of Gift to the city. 
by Peter Faneuil. it was stipulated that the Artillery Company should 
be given the use of the top floor of the building for an Armory. 


In its Armory. the Company maintains a Military Museum and 
Library which is probably unique in the country. Here are relics 
of every war in which the country has engaged since its settlement. 
Many of these are Museum pieces and some have been on display 
recently in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the risers of the 
thirteen steps which lead up to the Headquarters room of the Com- 
pany. are commemorated in bronze plates. the names of the thirteen 
States in the order in which they accepted the Constitution. Around 
the walls of the Armory are the portraits of most of the Captains 
who have commanded the Company since 1638 to the present day. 
The Armory is open to the public daily. and many thousands of 
visitors from every part of the country and many from abroad. are 
registered every year upon the Guest Book. 


In the stirring days prior to the Revolution, the members of 
the Company were most active in every patriotic endeavor. They 
were at the Boston Tea Party, were numbered among the Sons of 
Liberty, were active in obtaining supplies, and it was a member of 
this Company who removed the two guns, later known as the 
“Hancock” and “Adams”. from the Gun House. under the noses of 
the British Soldiers. These guns were used by our troops all through 
the Revolution. afterward being returned to the State. and being 
loaned to the Company were used by them until 1821. when the 
“Adams” burst during the training. These guns are now in the 
chamber at the top of Bunker Hill monument. William Dawes. the 
Patriot. Clerk of the Company in 1786. who rode from Roxbury to 
Lexington and Concord. on April 19. 1775, was one of the out- 
standing members of the Company. 


On the early rolls of the Company are found three sons of 
Governor Winthrop. who had at first opposed the granting of a 
Charter to the Company. To these may be added. and all prior to 
the year 1700. representatives of the Hutchinson, Saltonstall, Eliot. 
Oliver. Leverett. Phillips. Quincy, Dudley. Brattle, Lynde. Sewall and 
Savage families, and out of them some half-dozen governors—and 
these firstlings of the Corps represented all down the roll by direct 
descendants have been supplemented by Wendells. Bulfinches. 
Walleys. Endicotts. Winslows. Sullivans. Heaths. Lincolns. Welleses. 
Dearborns. Sumners, Lymans and Brookses as well as officers of 
distinction of the Revolutionary War. the War of 1812. the Mexican 
War of 1846. the War of the Rebellion. the Spanish-American War 
and the two World Wars. 


In World Was II the Company is represented by 74 Members 
who are in every branch of their country’s service. The coming 
generation is also represented by 104. sons and daughters of Members 
who are in active service. 


The Company itself has the following activities to its credit 
during this war: 


In 1941-42, under Captain Louis C. Adams. there was formed 
from the Membership of the Company a State Guard Unit which 
is still in the active service of the State. 


In 1942-43. under Captain Fred kK. Rogers. the Company raised 
enough money to purchase and completely equip an ambulance 
together with a fund sufficient for its maintenance, for the use 
of its State Guard Unit. This ambulance and equipment was 
presented to the State later for general use by the State Guard 
and for emergencies. 


In 1943-44, under Captain Frank G. Volpe. the Company raised 
through its members, $1,068,950, in the Third Bond Drive. As 
a result of these subscriptions two Bombers were named after 
the Company. These Bombers have seen action in the Mediter- 
ranean area. By an unusual coincidence, on the first combat 
flight of one of these Bombers, the navigator was a Boston boy. 
Lieutenant Thomas Sherwin of Beacon Street. Lieutenant Sher- 
win is the great. great grandson of Daniel L. Gibbens who 
commanded this Company in 1824-25. 


What was written concerning the membership of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company at the close of the second hundred 
years of its existence holds true as we have witnessed the close of the 
third hundred. 


“The position of the members of the Company in the social. 
civil and military life of the Colony indicates the respect which people 
entertained for the Company as well as the ability and prominence of 
its members. They were first in organizing churches and supporting 
them: they were prominent in framing and also in administering 
the laws of the Colony: they were foremost in the introduction of 
manufacturing and the extension of trade in Boston. They were the 
chief military minds of the Colony and xmong the first in its defense. 
Many of them were public benefactors. devoting somewhat of their 
wealth to education. religion and charity. 


“They trod the fields of every battlefield of New England in the 
first century of the Company's existence: they fought for freedom 
on foreign soil: they judged the courts: they pleaded at the bar: 
they instituted town government and levelled forests: were active in 
settling the towns of the frontier. Nine tenths of the Company were 
loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution. and by their experience in 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company they served on every 
battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved. from Bunker 
Hill and Bennington, through Valley Forge to Yorktown.” 


This is the Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saW 
march through the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams visited; the same Company which has always stood 
for, and always will stand for. the best in citizenship :
